Arm bracelets composed of shells 
from the Gulf of Mexico have been 
uncovered. 
Beads of bone or shell 
are found frequently. 
All of the 
uncovered items are sacked sepa­ 
rately, and cataloged carefully as 
spoons, fruit knives with their ser­ 
rated 
curved 
blades 
and 
paint 
brushes are used by the archeolo- 
gists to carefully uncover without 
damaging each find. 
The bones deteriorate rapid­ 
ly as they are exposed to air, 
and the crumbling fragments 
are carefully cleaned and pack­ 
aged together for reconstruc­ 
tion when they reach the state 
museum.

U. S. Charges 
Studied Insult 
By Red China 


WASHINGTON TP - Angry offi­ 
cials charged today that Hod China 
had levelled a “ studied insult’’ at 
the United States in the latest dip­ 
lomatic tug-of-war over Red at­ 
tacks on Allied planes in the South 
China Sea. 
Strong language was used in of­ 
ficial quarters 
to condemn the 
Communist regime’s rejection of 
twin American protests against the 
shooting down of a British airliner 
and a Red fighter attack on I 
S, 
rescue planes. 
Officials predicted that a strong 
new American protest would tie 
China bound very soon 
What angered American authori­ 
ties particularly was the way in 
which the Red Chinese rejected 
the American protests. 
The Com 
munists sent the two protests back 
'rather than accept or reply to 
them. 
Chinese Vice Foreign Minister 
Chang Man Fii listened to Brit­ 
ish diplomat Humphrey Trevelyan 
read the item American notes. 
The m atter was handled through 
the British since this country does 
not recognize the Peiping govern­ 
ment Later, the State Department 
said, “ A member of the Chinese 
staff handed the notes to a mem­ 
ber of Mr. Trevelyan’s staff, say­ 
ing that Mr. Trevelyan had for­ 
gotten to take them .” 
An American diplomat said this 
was a virtually unheard of proce­ 
dure outside the Communist world. 
“This is a Communist improve­ 
ment,’’ he remarked wryly, “on 
the traditional practices of diplo­ 
m acy.” 
The basis for a second protest, 
according to officials, will tie the 
fact that the United States under 
international law has the responsi­ 
bility of protecting the rights of 
its citizens Three Americans were 
killed and three wounded when the 
I airliner w as slug down. 
Tho fact that the Americans were 
on a British plane does not relieve 
I he United States of its responsi­ 
bility. 
One official said that Red 
China’s complaints about Ameri­ 
can intervention in the case were 
‘ preposterous ”
